I could find, between such alternatives, no room to de- 


liberate. 


Whatever coutse “others might take, the path of du- 
ty, to my mind, was plain». Asan INDEPENDENT 
JUDGE, and while I could yet claim that honorable 


| title, without contending against superior authority, it | 


directed me to pronounce my sentiments upon the great 
question, * whether Congress might lawfully deprive 
me_of .it.” . 

The question is, indeed, simple in its terms, but all 
important in the solution. Are the Offices of the judg- 
es, composing the circuit courts, created by the act of 
the 13th of February, ABOLASHED by the late acts of 
the 8th of March and 29th April, 1802? or do those 
‘«« Offices’ exist in full force, under the constitution of 
the U. States? 


Recurring bothto the positive letter anc clear spirit 
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of the constitution of the United States, my mind never ° 


doubted.—Yet, on a subject so interesting to the fires- 


ent, and so big with consequences to future generations, |

it became me to review the grounds of my own con. 
viction and to examine the evidence opposed ‘to it, 

This has been done ; and after the most careful de. 
liberation, aiid most anxious solicitude to arrive at 
Tru ru—lI am bound to DECLARE, that, in my sole 
emn judgment those acts of the 8th of March and 29th 
April, 1802, have not abolished the office of the judges 
of the circuit courts of the Unitéd States, created and 
perfected pnder the act of February, 1801; but thar 
they do exist in full force as at first, protected against 
legislative destruction, by the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, 

And, in my judicial character, and under the high- 
est obligation of supporting that Constitution, 1 am 
constrained to pronounce those acts, because of their 
design and invent to abolish the ‘said oflices, and to 
transter them to other Judges, so far null and void. 

It would éxceed the necessarywlimits of this DEC. 
LARATION, to enumerate the various reasons which 
concur in support of the foregoing opinion. 

The subject Its been recently exhausted ; it is not fo 
be expected from human powers to add to the number 
or force of the proofs, which wisdom-and eloquence 
have arrayed, on the side of the constitutional position, 
that the Judges of the United States cannot be depriv- 
ed of their oinces by the Legislative body ; or in any 
other way than on Impeachment betore ‘the Senate, 
and conviction there, of MisBEHAVIOUR in office. 

I shall, as briefly as possible, state the grounds ef 
my judgment, with such illustrations, and recurreice to 
objections, as may serve to obviate diihculties, 

And heye it is important for me to remark, that my 
opinion, however fortitied by considerations of sound 
policy, and general good consequences, flows not fron: 
those extraneous sources : I rest it upon the words and 
expressions of the people, contained m the constitution 
as it came from they bands ; and upon the plain, natu- 
ral and accepted meaning of those words and expres- 
sions, 

The constitution of the United States, by three sev- 
eral articles, each following the other, has formed 
three distinct powers of Government :—the Legisla- 
tive power, the Executive power, and the Judicial 
power. Each of these governing powers, derives its 
Title to existence and duration, by the same words of 
grant, or conveyance, from the people. By the first 
article, it is enacted, “* That all Legislative power 
‘ herein granted, shall be vested in a Congress of the 
‘« United States, to consist of a Senate and House of 
** Kepresentatives.” 

Having thus established the Legislative power it 
proceeds to direct how the Congress, who is to exer- 
cise it, shall be brought into, and continued in exist- 
ence. 

For this end, elections are to be made in the sever- 
al States. The people are to choose the representa- 
tives, and the Legislatures to appoint the Senators. 
Then follow the clauses fixing the duration of the 
Congressional office, determining that the Represen- 
tatives shall be chosen for two years and the Senators 
for six.years. 

By the second article it is enacted, ‘‘ that the exec- 
utive power shall be vested ina President of the Unit- 
ed States of America ;”’ and fixes the durationf of his 
appointment, by declaring, that he ‘ shall hold his of- 
fice during the term of four years.” The manner of 
chosing him is then prescribed, and this is to be done 
by electors appointed in the several states. 

By the third article it is enacted, that ‘* the Judicial 
power of the United States shall be vested in one su- 
preme court, and insuch inferior courts as Congress 
may from time to time ordain and_establish,’’ 

Having thus vested the judicial power in national 
courts, or courts of the United States, just as the le- 
gislative power was vested in a Congress, and the ex- 
ecutive power in a president, the article proceeds to 
fix the duration ef the offices of those who were to ex- 
ercise the judicial power: and, for that purpase, de- 
clares, ‘* that the JUDGES, both of the supreme and 
inferior courts shall HOLD THEIR OFFiCES dur- 
ing good behaviour.” 

From the structure, then, of the constitution, and by, 
indeed, a natural order, each department is to be dis- 
tinct. The manner of bringing those departments into 
operation is*then pointed out ; and when the persons 


are sélected, either by elections, or under laws, to ful- 
fil t three distinct powers of government, the con- 
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stitution Frxrs, by positive grant and limitation, the 
dwiation of their respective offices. ¢ 
It was not left to the people ef the several states, or 
to their legislatures, how long a representative or sen- 
ator in Congress should serve them after chosen ; wor 
to the United States, how long their president and vice- 
resident should serve them ; nor te the Congress, how 
ong the juiges, appointed under their laws, should 
hol their commissions, and enjoy the powers and sala- 
ries arinexed to them. 


The people of the several states are allowed a free 
choice of representatives ; to the legislatures is given a 
free choice of Senators ; to the United States a free 
choice of president and vice-president ; to congress full 
time, and free power to ordain ard establish, from time 
to time, such courts as they shall see fii ; and the pres- 
ident and senate free discretion in the selection of judg- 
es. But as far as respected the duration of those sev- 
eral offices, when once conferred or vested, no power 
to revoke, diminish, extend, or abolish, is granted to 
the people of the several states, or to the State Legis- 
latures, or to the Congress of the United States. —THE 
WHOLE PEOPLE OF THE UNITED STATES 
did, themselves, in the original charter of government, 
expressly and positively determine, that when chosen, 
a representative should hold. bis appointment for two 
years ; that a senator should hold his appointment for 
six years; that the president anti vice-president should 
hold their offices for four years ; and that the judges 
should hold their offices during good behaviour. 

In regard to all the offices, or appointments, which 
are spoken of in the constitution, or contemplated as 
necessary to execute the public measures, the Guration 
of them is not fixed by the People, but left to the dis- 
cretion of the Government. 

The reason and necessity of this distribution of pow- 
er, and duration of office are obvious. 

The three great powers of government were essential 
tots existence. 

There could be no freedom at ali without them. It 
became necessary for the People, therefore, in order to 
secure their liberties, so to construct éach of those de- 
partments, and that one might no#be subject to the 
will and pleasure of the other ; of what is the same 
thing, that the officers composing one department 
should not be exposed to dismission, or dependance on 
the orher. 

That would defeat all the benefits of divi 
ded power. It would have enabled one 
branch to {wallow up the other, and confol- 
idate government. There could then be 
no conflitution, but the uncontrolled and 
capricious will of the victorious depart- 
ment. 

This great evil, which has poifoned and 
finally deflroyed all the forms of free gov- 
ernment in the world, was thought to be et- 
feftnally curbed, by the proviftons of the 


conflituiion, whereby each branch as made 


independent of the other, by having granted 
to its officers, under that inftrument, a fixed 
and unalterable term of office ; or a right 
to exercife their appropriate and veiled pow- 
ers. 
This was the beft fecurity which could be 
deviled, to preferve fr diftin@, and per 
manent, the legiflative, executive, and judi- 
cial powers ; the feparation and indep ad. 
ence of which, have been agreed by a/l wri- 
ters, as eflential to the prefervation of -civil 
Liberty. 

But I fhall not enter the fe'd of political 
reafons and confequences. They are indeed 
at hand, and leave no doubt of the wifdom 
anc forefight of the People and States who 
adopted the prefent form of Government.

by each, under that fovereign Law of the 
people. 

Whatever is granted to each department 
may be exercifed even to abufe. Whatev- 
er is denied muft be abitained trom, though 
ever fo defirable. Whatever is regulated 
and fixed, by the Conftitution, muft bind, 
though never fo grievous. Is it poflible, 
nay probable, that fome deteéts, on expe- 
rience, will be found attached to the national 
Government. Thofe, however great and 
obvious, muft be borne, until the People 
and States ihall fee fit by amendmenis to re- 
drefs them. 

If. the Executive or Legiflative depart- 
ment, or both, fhail affame this power, un- 
der pretexts ever fo plaufible or popular, 
nay, though every man in the United Siates 
could with for their right to do it, in the 
particular cafe, it is plain we {hall have no 
Conffitution but what every iucceflive Con- 
grefs ihall fee fit to make. etnies at 

The-authorities, then, conftituted by and 
under the Federal Government, muit look 
to, and be bound by, us provilions. They 
are not to fpeculaie about their wildomy or 
attempt to fupply their deteéts; but ought 
faithfully and virtuoutly to adhere to the

From the late improvements in phyfic we 
are eafily led to underitand the operation of 
the oil, believing as we do with the learned 
Dr. Mitchell, that contagion, or the matter 
of peftilence, is of an acid nature ; which 
difcovery has been fo happily and fuccefsful- 
ly elucidated by him that very few withhold 
their affent, viewing chis as an eflablithed 
point. 

The chemical experiments of Chaptal in- 
form us of the flrong affinity there is between 
an acid and an oil ; that their union natural. 
lv takes place, it being the oxygenous parti- 
cles of the air which difpofe oils to rancidity, 
and:that it lafes the properties of an acid af- 
ter their union. From whence I infer, that 
the principle of acidity in which poifon or 
the caufe of Fever may confit, will be ren- 
dered quite inert after its coalefcence with an 
oil. I am fo tu'ly perfuaded of it, that I 
have no hefitation in recommending it for 
‘the relief of Peftilential Difeafes, as well as 
for the bite of rabid animals.
